We returned from our August vaca- 
tion at Brookdale to our office in the 
Diocesan House on the first day of Sep- 
tember and found that the Bishop had 
already returned from his summer home 
on Cape Cod over two weeks before. Let 
me say here that we in the Diocesan 
House have one of the most favorable 
spots for our administration headquarters 
in San Francisco, on top of the famous 
Nob Hill, the center of so much of early 
San Francisco's history and glamour, on a 
corner of the Cathedral grounds and overlooking Huntington 
Park. The Diocese can never be too grateful to the Crocker 
family for the princely gift of this whole block in the heart 
of Nob Hill to the Cathedral and Diocese shortly after the 
devastating fire of 1906. 

The first week in the office was a busy one helping to get 
ready the budget for the coming year. We began thus early 
to get our needs into budget form so that by the beginning 
of October the churches of the diocese can be notified as to 
what their share of the budget will be before their Every 
Member Canvasses are actually made. We are hoping that all 
our churches this year will be fully informed as to the nature 
of the Diocesan Program, the fascinating story of church work 
and opportunities that lie behind the cold figures. One of the 
most thrilling elements in the work of the diocese is, the God- 
given opportunity for opening up new work on so many new 
fronts every passing year. It has seldom ever been given to any 
diocese in the church in over 170 years of history to open up 
sO many new churches year by year as we have done for the 
past ten years here in the Diocese of California. Of course it 
takes money and faith and sacrifice, but it brings a zest and 
satisfaction and joy which only a creative effort in building the 
Kingdom of Christ can bring. 

Early in September I had the privilege of serving in a pas- 
toral capacity for some of my friends from out of the city who 
once came under my care when I was serving the church in 
Alameda. One of the great perquisites of the ministry, I have 
always felt, is to bring the peace of God and the grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ to our people when most they need help. 
Moreover such a ministry binds together as nothing else can 
do the hearts of pastor and people in life-long affection and 
fellowship. 

Early in the month we had a meeting of our Department of 
Missions where we act on all matters pertaining to the admin- 
istration of the Diocesan missions. All the Deans of our Con- 
vocations are members of this important committee and our 
chairman until now has been the Rev. Henry Getz whose lead- 
ership has been intelligently outstanding. We shall miss him 
as he goes to his new work in rizona more than we care to 
contemplate. However, we do have an able man to take over, 
the Rev, Richard Millard of Christ Church, Alameda. He has 
already demonstrated his gifts for this task. As Archdeacon 
I am the Executive of this department and the mission work 
of the diocese. All matters pertaining to the acquisition of 
property, the plans for new buildings, and the financing there- 
of, come before this group for such action as may be presented 
to the Council for approval. This is a committee very much 
concerned with the growing edge of the Diocese. 

On the second Sunday I visited and officiated at the Church 
of St. John the Evangelist in the Mission District of San Fran-

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Convention to Elect Suffragan Bishop November 7; 


The Rev. Canon Charles M. Guilbert, 
S.T.D., will be the only nominee presented 
by the nominating committee for the office 
of Suffragan Bishop at the special Diocesan 
Convention on November 7. Announce- 
ment of this was made early in October by 
the Rev. Keppel W. Hill, Chairman of the 
Nominating Committee, which previously 
had been appointed by the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Diocese. In making the an- 
nouncement, the Chairman pointed out 
that the committee had been instructed to 
nominate “one or more” for the important 
post. “It is our feeling,” the Rev. Mr. Hill 
said, “that we have made the best possible 
choice for the Diocese at this time.” 

In the two recent elections in the Diocese 
of California numerous nominations have 
been made from the floor. Floor nomina- 
tions will be invited at this Convention, 
as well. 

Canon Guilbert, who is Rector of St. 
Clement’s Church in Berkeley, was former- 
ly Director of Christian Education and 
Promotion for the Diocese of California. 
Born in Chihuahua, Mexico, in 1908, he 
was educated at the University of Chicago 
and Seabury-Western Seminary, from 
which he took the Degree of Bachelor of 
Sacred Theology in 1936. This year his 
seminary honored him by awarding him 
the Degree of Doctor of Sacred Theology. 

Canon Guilbert was ordained Deacon in 
May of 1936 by Bishop George Craig Stew- 
art of Chicago and Priest in January, 1937, 
by Bishop Benjamin Dagwell of Oregon. 
His career has included service as Head- 
master of the Indian School in Ethete, 
Wyoming, as Vicar of three Missions in 
the Diocese of Oregon and as Dean of St. 
Stephen’s Cathedral, Portland, Oregon. It 
was from the latter position that he came 
to the Diocese of California in 1949. He 
has been an honorary Canon of Grace 
Cathedral since that year. 

Canon Guilbert has served on almost 
every board and committee of the Diocese 
during his service here. He has been a 
member of the Diocesan Council, the 
Board of Examining Chaplains and Chair- 
man of the Department of Social Relations. 
He was Deputy to General Convention in 
1946, 1949, 1952, 1955 and 1958. He is 
currently serving as Secretary of the Prov- 
ince of the Pacific and as an elected mem- 
ber of National Council from the Province. 
He is also a member of the Standing Com- 
mittee, Moderator of the Bishop Berkeley 
Municipal Presbytery and Chairman of the 
Department of Education of the Diocese.

Canon Guilbert is married and has two 
children, Mrs. Elizabeth Guilbert New- 
berry and Tom Guilbert. Canon and Mrs. 
Guilbert also have one grandchild. 

As previously announced in Pacific 
Churchman, the Convention on Novem- 
ber 7 is a special one called in response to 
the Bishop’s request for the election of a 
Suffragan. According to the call issued re- 
cently by the Secretary of Convention, the 
Rev. Edward A. Wicher, Jr., the business 
of Convention will include the admission 
of new missions, together with the “busi- 
ness attendant upon the election of a Suf- 
fragan Bishop.” A special convention may 
only take official action in matters which 
are included in the announcement of its 


call. However, other matters may come 
before it for discussion. Diocesan Council, 
for instance, has indicated that it is the 
intention of the Committee on Finance to 
take advantage of this particular Conven- 
tion to give an informal presentation of 
items of program and budget. This pro- 
cedure will allow discussion at this time to 
be followed by formal action at the regu- 
lar Diocesan Convention in February. 

In preparation for the special conven- 
tion, the Nominating Committee headed 
by the Rev. Mr. Hill was appointed by the 
Standing Committee. At the same time, 
the Standing Committee called for consents 
of the Bishops and Standing Committees

BISHOP ‘BILL’ LEWIS ON STEWARDSHIP 
HIGHLIGHTS FIRST DIOCESAN EMC SERVICE 


The Rt. Rev. William E. Lewis, Bishop 
Coadjutor of Olympia, was featured 
speaker during the recent Diocesan wide 
Stewardship service held in Grace Cathe- 
dral. 

Representatives from nearly every par- 
ish and mission in the Diocese were pres- 
ent and marched in the procession. Each 
church sent its Rector, Every Member Can- 
vass Chairman, one or both wardens and 
a standard bearer. 

Also in the procession were the choirs 
of St. Mark's, Palo Alto and St. Paul's, 
Oakland, the members of the Cathedral 
Chapter, Department of Stewardship, 
Diocesan Council and Bishops Pike and 
Shires. 

Mr. Jesse Searles, a lay member of the 
Department of Stewardship and Co-Chair- 
man of the Cathedral Canvass, read the 
lesson. 

Dr. Herbert Ward, chairman of the De- 
partment, spoke to the assembled congre- 
gation of the Department’s work and of 
stewardship and tithing. He said, “ ‘Where 
your treasure is, there will your heart be, 
also.’ We want your heart to be with God— 
and your treasure, also. Adopt with us the 
standard of tithing — and teach it!” 

Bishop Pike again said that Stewardship 
is the most important thing for this Dio- 
cese now. He stated that the Lay Ministry 
has shown itself to be a workable function 
through the Department of Stewardship. 

Bishop Lewis spoke of Stewardship as a 
“call to freedom.” “We are stewards of 
God's bounty and gospel and have to choose

between that and material things. We have 
our choice in being a slave to things or 
having a free devotion to a person — Jesus 
Christ. Tithing our salaries is our oppor- 
tunity to exercise our freedom on the 
choice of God. Stewardship means a voca- 
tion to work with responsibility — it is an 
invitation from God to be His steward — 
or to be sold out. It is not a privilege of the 
wealthy for all can be “fellow laborers of 
God.” We must give up ourselves in grati- 
tude and love and that should be enough 
to make us stewards to Christ. In order to 
fulfill our obligations we should tithe not 
only our money but also our strength and 
our time. 

Being a Christian steward can give 
meaning to your life,” the Bishop stated. 
He said that there is an undescribable ex- 
citement of truly sharing the work of the 
Lord. 

Bishop Lewis closed his sermon by say- 
ing, “To work with responsibility, en- 
thusiasms and gratitude — this is the life 
of a Steward.” 

The offering taken that evening was for 
the new missions in this Diocese. This, and 
other projects, such as the Diocesan insti- 
tutions, schools, and migrant ministry can 
only be carried out here if each member of 
the Diocese takes a firm stand to become a 
true Christian steward of his time, talents 
and treasure.

He has 
also served as Assistant Chaplain and Act- 
ing Chaplain at Columbia University and 
as a fellow and tutor at General Theologi- 
cal Seminary, New York.

PARISH EDUCATION DIVISION MEETING 
OUTLINES PLANS FOR COMING YEAR 


The “Parish Education” Division of the 
Department of Education held a dinner 
meeting Wednesday evening, September 
30, to review its plans for the coming year. 
Under the chairmanship of the Rev. John 
Powell, Rector of St. Andrew's, San Bruno, 
the group, which carries within its portfolio 
the duties formerly assigned to the entire 
Department of Education, heard reports 
from its various unit heads and reported to 
Bishop Pike on the current state of its 
program. Guests at the meeting included 
Bishop Pike, the Rev. Canon Richard By- 
field, former director of the department, 
and the Rev. Canon Charles M. Guilbert, 
chairman of the Department of Education. 
The Parish Education Division was created 
when the former Department of Educa- 
tion was divided into three divisions which 
now include the Division of College Work 
and Division of Parish Day Schools. 

One of the most dramatic of the new 
programs will be the Advent “Family Life” 
series sponsored by the section of Adult 
Education under its chairman, the Rev. 
John B. Midworth. Under this program, 
selected lay persons from parishes in each 
convocation will attend three sessions dur- 
ing the Advent season. These will provide 


leadership training which will be further 
developed for Epiphanytide and Lent as 
the program is extended into the par- 
ishes. 

Tentative schedule for the “Family Life” 
series is as follows: San Luis Obispo Con- 
vocation, December 1, 8, and 15 at St. 
James’, Paso Robles; Monterey Convoca- 
tion, November 30, December 7 and 14 
at St. George's, Alisal. The Rev. Walter 
Phelps will be in charge of the program 
at Paso Robles and the Rev. Harvey Buck 
will conduct the one in Alisal. Santa Clara 
Convocation will meet at St. Timothy’s, 
Mt. View, on December 2, 9 and 16 with 
the Rev. John Fredricks as leader. San 
Mateo Convocation will meet at St. Paul's, 
Burlingame, November 30 and December 
7 and 14. The leader here will be the Rev. 
John Powell. San Francisco Convocation 
will meet with the Rev. John Midworth, 
San Francisco, on December 2, 9 and 16, 
while Marin Convocation will meet with 
the Rev. Murray Hammond at St. John’s, 
Ross, on December 1, 8 and 15.

In the unhurried and 
uncommercial atmosphere at the “Musee,” 
the shopper can browse to his heart's con- 
tent but assistance is readily available from 
auxiliary members who act as hostesses, 
order clerks and shoppers’ aides. 

The “Musee de Noel” will be open daily 
from 9:30 to 5:30, except Sundays and 
holidays, and open Monday and Thursday 
evenings. 
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ECW ‘Houseparty’ 
Held at El Rancho 


The Bishop's Ranch was the setting for 
the recent “Houseparty” of the Episcopal 
Churchwomen in the Diocese of Califor- 
nia. Representatives of over 45 churches 
were present for the sessions which began 
on Friday night and ended Sunday after- 
noon. 

The theme of the conference was the 
“Work of the Church.” The Rev. John B. 
Midworth, Rector of St. Francis’ Church, 
San Francisco, gave the keynote address. 
At that time he spoke of the individual 
parish being the church —and of all the 
things it does and all of the things that 
it should be doing. He then stressed three 
fields for further study — Christian Out- 
reach, Christian Citizenship and Christian 
Education. 

On Saturday, following Holy Com- 
munion at which he celebrated, Bishop 
Pike discussed the ministry of the laity. The 
Rev. Roy Strasburger, Vicar of St. An- 
drew’s, Saratoga, spoke on Christian Out- 
reach and Mrs. Pike spoke on Christian 
Citizenship. The Rev. Canon Trevor Hoy, 
Director of the Department of Education, 
spoke on Christian Education. 

Bishop Shires celebrated the Holy Com- 
munion on Sunday morning. He then dis- 
cussed the “whole church” and what it is. 
Following that the women broke into dis- 
cussion groups and discussed their Episco- 
pal Churchwomen activities in the light of 
what they had heard and learned and in 
relation to themselves. 

Many of the women completed the 
weekend by returning to Grace Cathedral 
just in time for the stewardship service of 
witness. 


MENLO PARK CHURCH WOMEN 
FURNISH HOSPITAL CHAPEL 

The new Palo Alto-Stanford Hospital, 
which was recently dedicated, has a small 
space set aside for a chapel and counselling 
rooms for chaplains, and no money to com- 
plete the project. 

If some women of Trinity Church, Men- 
lo Park, had not heard of the plight, the 
rooms might still be bare. However, these 
people contacted hospital authorities and 
then wrote letters to the clergy of all 
churches in the hospital service area to see 
whether some individuals or groups there 
might like to contribute toward finishing 
the rooms. 

Immediately letters and contributions 
started coming in and the goal of $5,000 
was being reached. Now peninsulites look 
forward to the opening and dedication of 
a chapel of ease given by the churches of 
the community. 


Frances Young, Former California DRE, 
Heads Women’s Work in National Church 


Miss Frances M. Young, director of Re- 
ligious Education in the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia from 1938 to 1943, has been ap- 
pointed Executive Director of Women’s 
Work throughout the Episcopal Church. 

The announcement was made by the Rt. 
Rev. Arthur Lichtenberger, Presiding 
Bishop. 

Miss Young will succeed Mrs. Arthur 
M. Sherman, who has held the post for the 
last eighteen years. 

She is a graduate of Brown University 
and holds a Master's degree from Columbia. 
She began her church work as Christian 
Education Director for the Church of the 
Redeemer in Baltimore. 

From 1943 to 1947 she served the 
Church’s National Council as an associate 
secretary of its Christian Education De- 
partment and left that position to return 
to the Church of the Redeemer. 

The Church's General Division of Wom- 
en's Work (or as it was formerly known — 
the Women’s Auxiliary) shares with the 
other departments and divisions of Nation- 
al Council the responsibility of presenting 


a program of education and action to the 
Church and for interpreting the program 
to the women of the Church. 

The General Division is composed of 
12 elected members and plans the Triennial 
Meeting of the Episcopal Churchwomen, 
which meets at the same time and place 
of General Convention. 

It sponsors two projects especially for 
women, the National Supply Work and the 
United Thank Offering. The supply work 
is planned on the basis of correspondence 
with bishops and other missionaries to dis- 
cover the need for material aid, such as 
clothing and hospital garments in domestic 
and overseas mission fields. 

Every three years the women of the 
Episcopal Church join in presenting their 
own special offering of thanksgiving, 
known as the United Thank Offering. This, 
which totalled $3,869,985 in 1958, sup- 
plies a large share of the salaries and pen- 
sions of women missionaries, in addition 
to contributing to many other missionary 
projects. 


Cathedral Displayed in Son Et Luminere 
Demonstration; Over 1,000 Attend 


San Francisco's Grace Cathedral was the 
scene of a demonstration of a lighting tech- 
nique known as Son et Luminere on the 
first Sunday in September. This art form 
used stylistic lighting effects to dramatize 
the artistic grandeur of the Cathedral, its 
organ and carillon. 

One thousand electrical engineers, 
architects and allied professional repre- 
sentatives joined the Cathedral congrega- 
tion and public to witness the spectacle and 
hear Richard Purvis, Cathedral organist, 
play the 43-bell carillon and the organ. 
Mr. William Siden narrated the short script 
which described man’s slow climb from the 
darkness of barbarism into civilization 
through the use of light. His comments 
provided dramatic material for the pro- 
duction in which music, white and colored 
lights and the Cathedral itself were the 

cast. 

This art work was developed in Europe, 
especially at Versailles and the Salisbury 
Cathedral. A conference committee of the 
National Technical Conference of the 
Illuminating Engineering Society, which 
was meeting in San Francisco at the time, 
and the Cathedral Chapter cooperated to 
provide the first sound and light demon- 
stration in San Francisco. 


The Very Rev. C. Julian Bartlett, dean of 
Grace Cathedral, said, “We are grateful to 
the Illumination Society and the Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company for making pos- 
sible in this city, and possibly for the first 
time in the country, the “Son et Luminere” 
showing which has become so popular in 
Europe. We have always sought in our 
worship to appeal to all of the senses. The 
inspiring effects of light repeating the 
rhythmic patterns of the Cathedral music 
will add to the sense of beauty created by 
the church building, its windows and its 
works of art.” 

Mr. John Walsh of Pacific Gas and Elec- 
tric Co. was chairman of the Conference 
Committee, and Mr. James Jewell of Holz- 
mueller Corporation was designer and di- 
rector of the show.

I, for one, am growing increasingly weary 
with the public bedroom exhibited with 
monotonous regularity by every facet of 
the communications industry. It has be- 
come difficult to find even among the so- 
called “Family Type” magazines an issue 
that does not have at least one article dedi- 
cated to the sex life of the average Ameri- 
can. If one examines this trend with any 
degree of seriousness, it becomes almost 
impossible not to believe that sex has be- 
come the sole raison d'etre of existence, and 
therefore, if not properly glorified and 
deified, we humans will become the most 
miserable of all creatures upon this earth. 

Surely there must be at least one more 
reason for human misery; and if there were 
not, have we become such masochists that 
life has become unendurable without this 
constant flagellation? 

The about-to-be-married, the young mar- 
ried, and the older married have had pre- 
sented to them a ready-made, “store- 
bought” excuse for marriage failure—un- 
satisfied sex. 

Through the constant barrage of sexual 
habits, practices and the emphasis on their 
importance in marriage, the public has had 
conveyed to it the idea that certain of these 
practices and sensations are standard for 
the human race, and if we do not measure 
up to the standard, ergo: the marriage has 
failed. 

Certainly no one would care to minimize 
the importance, beauty, or the desirability 
of sex in marriage or human life; but there 
seems to be all too little emphasis on the 
obvious—a happy marriage will secure a 
happy sex life. 

This is not to say that this sex life will 
portray all of the standard features indi- 
cated by Kinsey, Good Housekeeping, Sat- 
urday Evening Post, News Week, Time, 
Glamour, Vogue, or any of the rest of the 
“slicks.” But it may mean that a happy 
marriage can be secure with a limited kind 
of sex life, the fullest kind of sex life, or 
a compromise somewhere in between. For 
it is to say that a happy marriage is based 
on love, trust, fidelity, and respect; and thé 
sexual life of the partners to a marriage is 
predicated upon the highest expression of 
these principles. Therefore, there is no 


norm except that which is satisfying to the 
individuals involved. 

The thoughtful individual must con- 
clude that there is a direct relation between 
the drastic increase in the birth of babies 
born out of wedlock, and our dizzy concen- 
tration on sex. When any subject receives 
the attention accorded sex in books, maga- 
zines, and the other media of communica- 
tion, it is certainly to be deemed impor- 
tant. It seems logical, then, that an already 
curious and inquisitive youth will find this 
natural curiosity and inquisitiveness fur- 
ther stimulated by such an emphasis. It is 
just as logical to believe that under the 
direction of such stimuli, already curious 
youth is eager and willing to undertake its 
own private laboratory experiments in this 
area with anyone who can be persuaded to 
agree to participate. 

The degree of concentration with sex 
among youth is perhaps most vividly 
pointed up in a recent publication of the 
“Girl Scouts of America,” when a 12-year- 
old girl asked: “Is there anything I can do 
to make my bosom grow?” The answer: 
“Not much, but exercises can help build 
up pectoral muscles.” 

In this question and answer appear two 
causes for concern. Why should this ques- 
tion of bosom growth be so important to a 
12-year-old girl? And secondly, why is it 
that the helpful adviser did not think it 
important to point out that bosom size 
neither determines beauty, popularity, nor 
a healthy body? 

It seems to me that the time has come 
when we need to admit that sex is like 
mathematics: It’s here to stay. And having 
made this admission, place the study of 
sex where it belongs: The realm of pro- 
grams dedicated to a serious development 
of education for life. 

At this point I think we need to admit 
quite candidly that the Church, once again, 
has failed to fill its funetion fully in so- 
ciety; for we have taken refuge in trite 
moralism and pious platitudes instead of 
coming to grips with the educational job 
that properly is ours, and must be carried 
out, if we are to build into the fibre of our 
people a moral consciousness that will place 
sex as well as the other aspects of life, into 
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their proper perspective. It is easy to preach 
a sermon centered around: “Thou shalt 
not.” It is easy to preach a sermon on adul- 
tery, fornication and licentiousness. Fur- 
thermore, such a sermon is well received by 
congregations made up of adulterers, forni- 
cators and those who engage in licentious- 
ness. People love to be told they are sin- 
ners; being told that they are sinners and 
being told that they are sinners publicly, 
psychologically reduces the guilt and makes 
the burden easier to bear. It has been 
equally easy to point our fingers at the 
communications industry and claim that 
they are interested only in a fast buck. And 
so we might say that the communications 
industry must be censored. We should ad- 
vise the “Johnson Office” to get tougher. 
We might deluge the TV industry with 
protests and perhaps encourage Postmaster 
Summerfield to establish an even tougher 
Office of Censorship. 

But if we look honestly at the situation, 
it is not enough to sit back and cry that 
the industry has adopted a_public-be- 
damned attitude. Quite the contrary seems 
to be true. They are simply saying NOT: 
“The public be damned,” but “The public 
be pleased,” for the basic hard facts of 
business remain — they are not interested 
in anything that doesn’t sell, and sex seems 
to sell mighty well. 

Heresy and schism only evolve when 
the Church abandons its position of re- 
sponsibility. Certainly no one would argue, 
I think, that Christian Science grew up out 
of the Church’s abandonment of its real 
trust in the healing ministry; neither do 
I think that many people would argue that 
Methodism grew out of the Church's aban- 
donment of the real need to confront man- 
kind with a conversion experience and the 
meaningful social responsibilities of life; 
and it can only seem to this observer that 
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we have a new schism and a new heresy in 
the advent of this present emphasis on sex. 


If you wish to trust the sexual education 
of your children and yourself to certain 
journalists, fewspaper columnist advisers, 
to pornography, to sexy movies, to the edi- 
torial policies of slick magazines set upon 
a dollar return, this is your decision. 


But for me and mine, I wish to see no 
such future. Rather I propose that the 
Church assert its rightful position in the 
preparation of God's children for life, and 
by preparation for life I mean the hard, 
every-day facts of living; the give-and-take 
necessary, by virtue of our being social 
animals and acting and inter-acting on 
each other in this area of sexuality. 


If life were lived in a vacuum, we could 
start the educative process with adults, for 
by and large, as adults, we are responsible 
for the education, or lack of it, possessed 
by our children. But life is not lived in a 
vacuum; and therefore to say that we 
should begin with adults is only to look 
at a part of the picture. Certainly adults 
must be educated, and they must be edu- 
cated properly. They need, it seems to me, 
to evolve and develop a healthy attitude 
towards sex; to understand that it is not 
something that is discussed in secret — 
something that is hid under a bookshelf or 
talked about in dark alleys where one per- 
son must not look on the face of another. 
They must come to understand, also that 
sexuality was not established as a part of 
the human existence for the particular 
gratification of any individual; but rather 
was given to us by God so that we might 
assist in the most God-like function given 
to a human being — that of the creation 
of a new life. 


Precisely because it is a God-like func- 
tion, it seems to me the sexual act has been 
endowed with those qualities which lift 
mankind to the heights of ecstasy as he 
engages in the sexual function. 


So it seems to me our adults need to go 
back to school. Fathers and mothers, grand- 
fathers and grandmothers, need to go back 
to school under the auspices of the Church 
to learn the true nature of the sexual act 
and its true relation to both marriage, hu- 
manity and God. 


Certainly, without a healthy attitude to- 
wards sex among the adult population, 
there is small hope of ever developing any 
health in this area. Among the about-to-be- 
married and the young teenagers who are 
just growing into that awakening period 
of life, sex assumes a tremendous import- 
ance and is frustrated almost as it rears its 
head by the social prohibitions exerted by 
the society of which we are a part. Our 
young people need to be brought into 
classes that are especially geared for prepa- 


ration for marriage and life; because mar- 
ried or not, the sex impulse is not always 
either abandoned nor completed within the 
bonds of Holy Matrimony. 


Our young people need to be taught that 
human reproduction, in fact, places us in 
partnership with God in the establishment 
of new life; and if, then, we are in partner- 
ship with God, the sexual act is invested 
with a special responsibility and dignity. 
To quote the Lambeth Report: “The Bibli- 
cal revelation, however, does not limit the 
function of sexuality, and the family to the 
reproductive purpose. Indeed, the Biblical 
revelation reflects a second factor: The 
need of man and woman to complement 
and fulfill each other and to establish a 
durable partnership against the loneliness 
and rigor of life. It was not good for man 
to be alone, and God made a help-meet for 
him. This relationship of man and woman, 
husband and wife, is rooted in God's crea- 
tive purpose equally with the procreative 
function of sexuality.” 

Thus our young people need to know 
that the purpose of sex is not either or — 
that is to say it is not either procreation or 
the completing and complementing of each 
other; but it is both and; and that neither 
of these two is by itself the most impor- 
tant, but they hold equal importance in the 
relationship between a husband and a wife. 


When we talk of the procreative func- 
tion, we need to realize that while we must 
fulfill the Genesis command of “Be fruit- 
ful and multiply,” in the type of world in 
which we live it also says that we must 
multiply within certain capabilities and 
capacities. 

"For, if we do create a life, then under 
the providence of God we have a responsi- 
bility to maintain that life. Certainly re- 
sponsible parenthood implies a watchful 
guard against selfishness and covetousness; 
and an equal thoughtful awareness of the 
world in which our children are to be born. 
The achievement of financial goals and a 
certain number of possessions must always 
be considered.” But as they are considered, 
they must be considered from the point of 
view of children as well as the needs of the 
people who are setting up these goals. At 
the same time, we must examine carefully, 
too, “those persons who improvidently 
bring children into the world trusting in 
an unknown future or a generous society. 
These certainly need to make a rigorous 
examination of their lack of concern for 
both their children and the society of which 
they are a part.” 


Neither do I think it can be said too 
strongly that the theological emphases of 
the sexual relationship are not along sufh- 
cient information to give our children as 
we prepare them for life. It seems to me 


that the biological facts of the sexual -re- 
lationship are important and cannot be 
over-emphasized in the proper framework. 
Whether or not this is an area in which the 
Padre operates most effectively, certainly 
is open to debate. But let me say that if 
the Padre is not equipped, for whatever 
reason, there are many physicians and 
others who are equipped and will function 
in this most important area; and only as 
the bioiogical facts are related, only as the 
nature of the anatomy is made clear, can 
we hope that our young people will 
abandon the avenues of pornography, the 
Columnists, and present so-called “Help- 
ers” in an attempt to get an honest interpre- 
tation of the questions that plague them as 
‘hey attempt to relate to themselves, Society 
and God. There needs to be a complete and 
thorough-going study of the techniques and 
devices for controlled conception; the ques- 
tion of sterilization, whether it be for thera- 
peutic, genetic or contraceptive reasons. 
Only as sex is viewed as a normal, healthy 
part of our life function can we have any 
hope that it will not be pursued as a fasci- 
nating study of erotica. 


In all of these areas there are choices to 
be made, and the choices need to be made 
within the Christian framework and the 
Church must and cannot do any other than 
speak. Neither can it be too strongly stated 
that only as we understand the nature of 
the freedom of choice do we develop a free- 
dom for depth in sexual experience. 


The education of our adults, fathers and 
mothers, grandfathers and grandmothers, is 
extremely important. The preparation of 
our teen-agers for marriage and for life is 
equally important; yes, almost of prime im- 
portance. But we must never forget that 
the preparation of these young people for 
life does not begin in a class sponsored by 
the Church, for young people coming into 
that new awareness of life which leads them 
to consider the possibilities of marriage rfe- 
gardless of how remote such possibility 
may seem. Long before this time, children 
are asking questions. 


There are few adults who have not at 
one time or another had a VERY small 
child tug at his sleeve and ask: “Where 
did I come from?” And it seems to me that 
in this day of realism, the myth of the stork 
and the cabbage leaf must be exploded 
finaily, ultimately, and for all time. And if 
the question “Where did I come from?” is 
answered, the next question usually fol- 
lows: “How did I get there?” And it seems 
to me to be an evasion and a falsehood to 
say that God did it all. 


These and many other questions must 
be answered, and the child must be edu- 
cated; but the education of the child, once

of other Diocese to hold the election. These 
consents have since been received. 

The special Convention will open at 
8:00 a.m. with a Choral Holy Eucharist, 
preceded by Morning Prayer. Breakfast 
will be served at 9:00 a.m. in the Masonic 
Temple across California Street from the 
Cathedral and the business session will 
begin at 10:00. First item of business will 
be the admission of new Missions in order 
that Delegates from these Missions may 
vote in the election which is to follow. 

The Convention will break for lunch at 
noon and luncheon will be served to Dele- 
gates in the Masonic Temple. Bishop Pike 
will act as Master of Ceremonies at that 
luncheon. Reconvening after lunch, the 
Convention will continue through the 
afternoon, or until its business is com- 
pleted. 

The Bishop's office has announced that, 
in accordance with the Canons of the 
Church, the Delegates and Alternates who 
were elected for last February's Conven- 
tion will again represent their various 
churches at the special Convention. 

When the election is completed, it will 
be necessary again to receive consents of a 
majority of the Bishops and Standing Com- 
mittees of the Church. Bishop Pike has 
pointed out that the Presiding Bishop can- 
not take order for the Consecration of the 
new Suffragan until a majority of these con- 
sents have been received. It seems likely, 
assuming that the consents are forthcom- 
ing, that such a service could be held early 
in 1960. 

The November 7 election, as most of our 
readers are aware, will be the second at- 
tempt of the Diocese of California to fill 
the post of Suffragan Bishop, made vacant 
by the retirement of the Rt. Rev. Henry H. 
Shires, who is currently serving as Arch- 
deacon of the Diocese. At the February 
Convention this year the Convention 
elected the Rev. Morris F. Arnold of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, but the Rev. Mr. Arnold 
later declined his election. 


New Discussion Group 
At St. Paul’s, Oakland 


A discussion group around the theme 
“Meet the Master” will be led by Mrs. 
George Chambers at St. Paul’s Church in 
Oakland, according to announcement by 
the Rev. Robert Clingman. The group 
which is already meeting is to meet each 
Thursday afternoon at 2:00 p.m. in the 
Parish House. 


CSI ‘LITURGY’ SEEN IN CALIFORNIA AS 
ANNIVERSARY OF FOUNDING IS OBSERVED 


Thirteen churches in the Diocese of 
California joined in the special observance 
of the twelfth anniversary of the Church of 
South India held on Sunday, September 27. 
Pursuant to the authority given the Ordi- 
nary in the second proviso of the first para- 
graph of the General Rubrics on page VII 
of the Prayer Book, Bishop Pike author- 
ized the use of “The Preparation” and “The 
Ministry of the Word of God” of the Lit- 
urgy of the Church of South India in place 
of the order for Morning Prayer. 

In addition to the ones which used parts 
of the liturgy, many other churches in 
the Diocese used a special prayer for the 
occasion composed by the Rt. Rev. Ed- 
ward L. Parsons, Retired Bishop of Cali- 
fornia. The prayer follows: 

“Lord of Light, Lord of Love, in thy 
name we join with our brethren, thy serv- 
ants of the Church in South India, to offer 
thanksgiving for the Church in South In- 
dia, to offer thanksgiving for the years in 
which they have lived and worked together 
in unity and peace. Through the power of 
thy love the divisions among them have 
been healed. Thy Love demanded unity; thy 
Light opened the way. 


Diocesan Churches 
Join Relief Drive 


A special appeal was made by Bishop 
Pike in connection with World Wide Com- 
munion Sunday, which was observed on 
October 4. At that time, in cooperation 
with Church World Service, Episcopalians 
throughout the Diocese were invited to 
bring good, used clothing to their churches 
for the relief of the disaster-struck victims 
of typhoon Vera in Japan. 

According to the Rev. Canon Harold 
Sheffer, Director of the Department of 
Social Relations of the Diocese, more than 
1,000,000 people were affected by the hur- 
ricane which destroyed their homes and 
possessions. Cooperating churches were 
asked to collect as much clothing as pos- 
sible and, also, to provide eight cents per 
pound to process the clothing for shipment. 

In his statement, Bishop Pike said, “It 
seems particularly fitting to make this ap- 
peal on World Wide Communion Sunday 
as we gather around our Lord’s table to 
share in His blessings, that we also share 
in His concern for His suffering children. 
One thousand pounds of good, warm cloth- 
ing are needed immediately and we have 
every confidence that all of you, of what- 
ever church, will respond to this vital need. 


“O thou Lord of Love and Light, bring 
to thy divided Church throughout the 
world, the guidance of thy Holy Spirit. 
Help us to know thy love; help us to see 
the way; and grant that, through this love, 
the blessed company of all thy faithful peo- 
ple may rejoice in the healing of the 
wounds of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. Amen.” 

The churches which used parts of the 
CSI Liturgy included: St. Paul's, Burlin- 
game; St. Christopher's, San Lorenzo; 
Transfiguration, San Mateo; St. Bartholo- 
mew’s, Livermore; St. David's, Pittsburg; 
St. Barnabas’, Arroyo Grande; St. Anselm's, 
Lafayette; St. Philip's, El Sobrante; St. 
James’, Fremont; St. John’s, Oakland; All 
Saints’, Palo Alto; Calvary, Santa Cruz; and 
St. Mark’s, Santa Clara. 

The observance of the anniversary cele- 
bration of the Church of South India was 
sponsored by the Diocesan Commission on 
Approaches to Unity of which the Rev. 
Oscar Green, Rector of All Saints’, Palo 
Alto, is chairman.

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Episcopal Church Work Among Chinese 
Topic of Fall Cathedral House Conference

The Conference on Work of the Episco- 
pal Church among Chinese in the United 
States was called by the Division of Racial 
Minorities of the Home Department, and 
met at the School of the Prophets in San 
Francisco on September 22-23 through the 
invitation of Bishop Pike. In addition to 
the clergy and laity of our church, members 
of other denominations supporting work 
among the Chinese in the Bay Area were 
invited to participate. A brief survey of 
the history of work among Chinese, their 
problems, and progress made over the past 
hundred years was presented; in addition, 
current issues and new problems arising 
from the influx of refugees from Commun- 
ist China and the large number of Chinese 
students coming to this country were 
studied, 


At the last session of the conference a 
number of proposals essential to further- 
ance of the work among Americans of 
Chinese extraction were offered. The group 
took note of the important role indigenous 
churches played in meeting the existing 
needs of particiular racial and ethnic 
groups, but urged preparation of its mem- 
bers for fuller participation in the larger 
society of our country and the life of the 
whole Church, and also urged the Church 
to welcome such members into full par- 


ticipation in parishes other than “their 
own church.” Among the other proposals 
was the recommendation for the establish- 
ment in the Bay Area of a student center 
similar to Brent House at the University 
of Chicago. 

This is the third conference in a series 
conducted by the Division of Racial Mi- 
norities. Earlier this year conferences were 
held in New York and Arizona to study 
work among Americans of Mexican ex- 
traction and Puerto Ricans. The fourth in 
the series on the Church’s work among 
Americans of Japanese extraction will be 
held in Los Angeles next year.

‘Forth’ Magazine Gets New Managing Editor; 
First Step in Revamping Church Publication 


Henry L. McCorkle, Managing Editor of 
Presbyterian Life, has been named editor- 
in-chief of Forth Magazine, official month- 
ly publication of the Episcopal Church in 
the United States. Mr. McCorkle’s appoint- 
ment was announced by Mr. Robert E. 
Kenyon, chairman of the church’s Maga- 
zine Advisory Board. The appointment be- 
comes effective January 1, 1960. 

In becoming editor of Forth Magazine, 
Mr. McCorkle will work closely with the 
Church Magazine Advisory Board. This 
board was appointed by Presiding Bishop 
Arthur Lichtenberger (in compliance with 
a 1958 General Convention Resolution) 
from the ranks of church people skilled in 
the field of communications, to study, de- 
sign, pilot-test, and appraise the proposal 
for a new magazine to serve the interests 
of all the people of the Church. 

Mr. McCorkle’s association with Pres- 
byterian Life began in 1947, four months 
before the magazine was first published. In 


the twelve years that he has been Associate 
Editor and (since 1957) Managing Edi- 


- tor, Mr. McCorkle has written many in- 


terpretive articles on the churches in Asia, 
Europe, and South America. In comment- 
ing on his new assignment with the Epis- 
copal Church, Robert Cadigan, editor-in- 
chief of Presbyterian Life said, ‘“Presby- 
terians in the United States and in many 
countries of the world are grateful to Henry 
McCorkle for his lively interpretive articles. 
They will miss him very much but will 
rejoice that his new assignment will give 
him an opportunity to make an invaluable 
contribution to Christian journalism.” 

Mr. McCorkle is at present vestryman 
and chairman, Department of Christian 
Education of Trinity Episcopal Church, 
Swarthmore, Pennsylvania. 

Mr. William E. Leidt, the present editor 
of Forth Magazine will continue his major 
position as Director of Publications of the 
Episcopal Church's National Council.

Church Leaders Active in Khrushchev Plans; 
Nikita Not Present at Cathedral Services 


The Episcopal Church figured promi- 
nently in the news this Fall in connection 
with the visit of Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev of Russia to the United States. In the 
face of the controversy surrounding the 
visit, and the many condemnations of the 
President and the State Department, for 
their action in inviting the Russian Premier 
here, the Episcopal Church issued a num- 
ber of statements which will be of interest 
to Pacific Churchmen readers. First such 
action was a telegram from the Presiding 
Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
The Rt. Rev. Arthur Lichtenberger, who 
wired word of his support to the President 
of the United States. The telegram ad- 
dressed to Mr. Eisenhower follows: 


“I wish to commend you for your forth- 
right leadership in arranging the exchange 
of visits with Chairman Khrushchev aimed 
at lessening world tensions. The Episcopal 
Church at its General Convention last Oc- 
tober resolved, as had all the Anglican 
Bishops previously at the Lambeth Con- 
ference, that ‘Nothing less than the aboli- 
tion of war itself should be the goal of 
the nations, their leaders and all citizens.’ 
The text supports you fully in your present 
position: ‘be it resolved that this General 
Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church affirms the provisions of Resolu- 
tion 106 of the Lambeth Conference of 
1958: 1. That Christians ‘press through 
their governments, as a matter of the ut- 
most urgency, for the abolition by inter- 
national agreement of nuclear bombs and 
other weapons of similar indiscriminate 
destructive power, the use of which is re- 
pugnant to the Christian conscience. To 
this end governments should accept such 
limitations of their own sovereignty as 
effective control demands.’ 2. That Chris- 
tians urge their governments ‘to devote 
their utmost efforts at once to framing a 
comprehensive international disarmament 
treaty which shall also provide for the pro- 
gressive reduction of armed forces and con- 
ventional armaments.’ 3. That Christians 
support their governments ‘in seeking to 
maintain peace and security in accordance 
with the United Nations Charter.’

This telegram was sent on Septetaber 17 
and President Eisenhower responded with 
the following message: 


“Dear Bishop Lichtenberger: 


“Thank you very much for your message 
of the seventeenth. I am truly grateful for 


the support of the General Convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, reaffirm- 
ing the Provisions of Resolution 106 of 
the Lambeth Conference of 1958, as it ap- 
plies to the current visit of Premier 
Khrushchev cto this country. 

“I need not reiterate my own strong con- 
viction that the understanding that will be 
gained by the American people as a result 
of this present visit cannot fail to be help- 
ful as we face the problems that lie ahead 
of us. 

“With best wishes, 


Sincerely, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower” 


Meanwhile, in California, Bishop Pike 
had wired to the President, the State De- 
partment and the Mayor's Office in San 
Francisco inviting Premier Khrushchev to 
attend services at Grace Cathedral on the 
Sunday that he was in the Bay city. In re- 
sponse to his wire, Bishop Pike received 
the following message from Andrew H. 
Berding, Assistant Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of State: 


“I refer to your recent telegrams to Sec- 
retary Herter and Under Secretary Murphy. 
By reference from the White House I aiso 
have your telegrams of August 24 and 25 
to the President. 

“The President and the Department of 
State very much appreciate your thought- 
fulness in extending to Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev an invitation to attend a serv- 
ice at Grace Cathedral in San Francisco. 
Your telegrams have been brought to the 
attention of the officers of the Department 
who are concerned with the arrangements 
for Mr. Khrushchev's visit. As you know, 
it is the President's concept that Premier 
Khrushchev should have the opportunity 
of observing the strength and unity of the 
American people. Attendance at a re- 
ligious service would certainly conform to 
this concept but I am sure that you appre- 
ciate the fact that the itinerary must also 
reflect the views of Mr. Khrushchev.” 


In explaining his action in inviting Pre- 
mier Khrushchev to Grace Cathedral, 
Bishop Pike said: “The purpose of Premier 
Khrushchev's visit was to enable him to 
see the American people and their life. In 
a country in which the religious life of the 
people plays such an important part in their 
total life as in the United States, it can 
hardly be said that a visitor has seen the 
country unless he has seen something of 
the spiritual life of the people. It was in 
this vein that my invitation to him was 


extended,” 


Clergy Support Bishop 
In Conference Resolution 


Ata conference of the clergy of the Dio- 
cese of California, held at El Rancho del 
Obispo, the Diocesan conference center, 
on September 28-29, a resolution was in- 
troduced supporting Bishop Pike in the 
face of various criticisms which have re- 
cently appeared in the Church press. The 
resolution was the signal for a standing 
ovation and a round of applause which 
lasted over several minutes. The resolution 
follows: 


“WHEREAS, there are persistent rumors, 
statements and implications in some church 
periodicais that the clergy of the Diocese 
of California are disturbed over certain 
practices in the much-debated Customary 
of our Bishop, and 


WHEREAS, there is no evidence of such 
criticism of the memoranda among the 
California clergy, 

THEREFORE, BE It RESOLVED that the 
clergy of the Diocese of California, in 
Conference assembled on September 29th, 
express their deep loyalty to and confidence 
in the Bishop with a determination to 
cooperate fully with his efforts and Dioc- 
esan program.”

Mr. and Mrs. Deles Lent have become 
the new superintendents of the Bishop's 
Ranch. They assumed their duties on Sep- 
tember 23. 


The first big group in their charge was 
the clergy who met at the Bishop's Ranch 
for a Clergy Conference on September 28 
and 29. 

The Rev. Murray Hammond, Rector of 
the Mill Valley church, is chairman of the 
Camps and Conferences Unit of the De- 
partment of Education. This department is 
responsible for the maintenance and im- 
provement of the ranch.

A column devoted to the 
task of education

The recent visit of Chairman Khrush- 
chev to our country has pointed up the 
problem of gaining understanding and 
communication between people who are 
separated today not only by cultural dif- 
ferences, but by political and military bar- 
riers which have built up a wall of sus- 
picion. It was especially interesting to 
watch the skill of the interpreters who 
often had to repeat as much as three min- 
utes of an impassioned and critical address 
of Mr. Khrushchev with accuracy and feel- 
ing. Often the TV audience could test the 
skill of the interpreter by comparing his 
rendition, made from a few notes scratched 
on a small pad, with the simultaneous in- 
terpretation heard by the broadcasting sta- 
tion. His performance reflected an incred- 
ible grasp of two difficult languages, but it 
demonstrated more than this. For an in- 
terpreter, to be effective, must virtually 
identify himself with the personality of 
the man whose words he translates; he must 
be sensitive to the mood of the audience; 
and he must have a phenomenal memory 
to repeat so much information. 

While the achievement of these masters 
of language may inspire others to consider 
such a vocation seriously in the cause of 
world peace, and while it may place the 
linguistically poor curricular of many of 
our schools under judgment, there is also 
a lesson which churchmen can learn which 
speaks to our task of Christian education. 
For every Christian, in his effort to speak 
of the Historic Faith, is confronted with 
the same problem as the interpreter of a 
distinguished visitor to a foreign land. For 
us Christ is that Visitor whose Word we 
would proclaim. For us to do so we must 
have not only a firm acquaintance with the 
language of Faith, but also a living famili- 
arity with language of our day. And more 
than this we must have a personal knowl- 
edge of our Lord and a sympathetic identi- 
fication with contemporary culture. Our 
philosophy of education in the Diocese of 
California supports the position that both 
of these tasks deserve constant attention. 
A teacher in Church School must be train- 
ing himself to be a competent student of 
the Gospel and at the same time deepen 
his awareness of himself in relation to the 
members of his class. Vital communication 
of ancient truth cannot occur until it is 
seen as present truth. And so in our class- 
rooms we are asked to listen more care- 
fully than we have for the cries of young 
and old, expressing, often in muted tones, 
the human predicament. Then in a few 
precious moments the message of Love and 


Hope may be received with power. The 
teacher, like the interpreter, is able to 
identify with those between whom he 
stands and is, as it were the catalyst which 
makes the meeting of two persons possible. 


Finally, the teacher, like the interpreter 
must develop his religious memory. “This 
do in Remembrance of Me” lies at the 
heart of our Eucharistic action, by which 
our souls, our bodies and our minds are 
fed. Certainly “memory work” has its place 
im Our curriculum, but we are not called 
only to remember important religious facts 
or doctrine. One of our difficulties is that 
the human memory of joy and pain is very 
short. A recent study of German school 
children has revealed that few today know 
anything about Adolph Hitler and his de- 
monic works. No wonder, when we see 
such evidence of the brevity of social con- 
science and of responsible instruction in 
home or school, the memory of Jesus Christ 
is dim in the hearts of millions of our 
citizens. What we desire as Christians is 
that we bring Him into more and more 
of our living moments, so that for fewer 
and fewer of our weaker moments His 
presence and His words pass forgotten. Mr. 
Khrushchev has done us a favor if he leads 
us to ask how well equipped we are to 
interpret for our Lord and Savior.

This is being 
done by working with them through group 
activities, neighboring organization and 
action and individual counseling.

been consolidated, although all three are 
continuing full activities. They are all open 
and conducting this reorganized program. 
The activities include family counseling, 
citizenship classes, athletics and youth 
clubs.

The real challenge lies in attempting to 
determine what services Mission Neigh- 
borhood Centers is best equipped to pro- 
vide. The first step, it is felt, is to face the 
problems of the neighborhood. The prob- 
lem is that the neighborhood is in danger 
of becoming a slum, and the centers are 
making an over-all attempt to develop 
citizen awareness to take corrective and 
rehabilitative action. It is hoped that this 
program may be divided into various do- 
it-yourself projects which can be handled 
by business groups, service units and in- 
dividuals. 

Volunteer help is needed in phases of 
the operation, from typing and filing to 
room painting.

cisco. This congregation has recently lost 
its Rector, the Rev. Miller Sale, an excep- 
tionally hard blow, in view of the fact that 
not much more than a year ago they had 
lost by death a much beloved leader, the 
Rev. Vern Swartsfager. However, the peo- 
ple are rising to the challenge and when 
they acquire new leadership will have a 
leading part to play in the plans now being 
made for the unified approach of all the 
churches in the Mission District to their 
urban problem. Architecturally St. John’s 
is one of the loveliest churches in the dio- 
cese and is more or less a replica of one of 
the famed English parish churches. After 
the service there was a happy family recep- 
tion for Mrs. Shires and myself. 

In the afternoon I was fortunate to be 
able to officiate at the dedication of the new 
church building at St. Philip's, El Sobrante. 
This area is a suburb of Richmond and the 
building is a culmination of three years of 
dreams and hard labor on the part of a 
loyal, devoted group of church people 
under the leadership of one of our fine 
young clergy, the Rev. Henry Jesse. The 
building is the architectural creation of the 
Constables who have built so many 
churches for us here in the diocese. It will 
be a joy to the people to be able to wor- 
ship in some place other than a theater or 
hired hall. One cannot speak of the fine 
accomplishments at St. Philip's without a 
word of real gratitude to the Rev. Lester 
Kinsolving, now of Pasco, Washington and 
the Rev. Dr. Harold Kelley, who have done 
so much to make ail this possible. 

The next weekend found us at the Epis- 
copal Churchwomen’s “Houseparty” at the 
Bishop's Ranch. This is an annual event 
begun some years ago by the Woman's 
Auxiliary and designed to familiarize cer- 
tain chosen leaders from the churches with 
the work of the church and the program 
of the Auxiliary throughout the diocese. 
The purpose was admirably fulfilled under 
the leadership of Mrs. Sorg for the three 
days, and with the assistance of the selected 
speakers. I had the privilege of celebrating 
at the Sunday Communion and later ad- 
dressing the Conference. We were all im- 
pressed anew with the loveliness of the 
Ranch and found it ideal, in its physical 
detachment, for the purposes of this serious 
conference. 

On Thursday of that week Mrs. Shires 
and I were the guests of the Vicar and con- 
gregation of the Church of the Good Shep- 
herd, Berkeley, for a church dinner, after 
which we dedicated the new addition to 
the church plant. For this remarkable effort 
we are grateful to the hard work and in- 
spiring leadership of the Rev. Lester West- 


ling and his hardworking men and women. 
The Diocese wishes to compliment this 
congregation not only on their fine work- 
ing plant thus achieved, but also on the 
attractive appearance of the whole group 
of buildings. They have a right to be proud 
of it. 


The Clergy Conference on Monday and 
Tuesday, September 28 and 29, was easily 
the finest we have ever had. Getting apart 
at our fine Bishop's Ranch was a wise plan 
and productive of a fine fellowship. Bishop 
Pike was at his best during these days and 
the spirit of the clergy was excellent. The 
standing tribute and vote of confidence by 
all the clergy given the Bishop is a moment 
he will long remember, I warrant. I would 
say that the unity of the diocese as repre- 
sented by the loyalty and understanding of 
the clergy was never more effectively dis- 
played. Saturday happened to be the 9th 
anniversary of my own consecration and I, 
too, was greatly touched by the prayers in 
my behalf and the manifestation of affec- 
tion by my brother clergy as shown here 
and throughout the years. One of the high- 
lights of the Conference was the setting 
apart of the Chapel of St. George as a 
memorial in perpetuity for Bishop Karl 
Morgan Block on the anniversary of his 
consecration to the Episcopate, St. Michael 
and All Angels Day.

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EPISCOPAL CHURCHES PLAN COOPERATION 


IN OBSERVING WORLD REFUGEE YEAR 


In December the General Assembly of 
the United Nations urged its members to 
promote a World Refugee Year, beginning 
in June 1959, as a practical means of in- 
creasing assistance for refugees through- 
out the world. The purposes are: 

1. To focus interest on the refugee prob- 
lem and to encourage additional financial 
contributions from governments, voluntary 
agencies, and the general public for its 
solution. 

2. To encourage additional opportunities 
for permanent refugee solutions, through 
voluntary repatriation, resettlement, or in- 
tegration on a purely humanitarian basis 
and in accordance with the freely expressed 
wishes of the refugees themselves. 

The United States Government joined 
in sponsoring the Refugee Year and is 
implementing it by specific legislation to 
provide financial support and to admit 
more refugees. Church World Service has 
officially commended the objectives of the 
year, offered its full cooperation in the 
project, and commented upon the magni- 
tude and long range of the refugee prob- 
lem. 

The new United States Committee for 
Refugees (of which Dean Sayre of the 
Washington Cathedral is Board Chairman ) 
brings together leaders of governmental 
and voluntary agencies to implement the 
year. Special programs are planned for 
radio, television, movies, and stage. A series 
of regional educational conferences will 
be held. Opportunities for contributing 
service and funds will be numerous. 

A major emphasis in the United States 
will be the strengthening of already exist- 
ing agencies and programs. The follow- 
ing existing work of the Episcopal Church 
and all member churches of Church World 
Service will be highlighted: 

1. Material aid. 

2. Clothing appeals. 

3. Financial assistance in refugee prob- 

lems overseas. 

4. Sponsorships to resettle refugees in 

the US. 

5. Study of the whole field of U.S. immi- 

gration and support of improved 
legislation.

In Christian tradition, St. Luke was 
himself a physician which accounts for the 
great number of hospital dedications to his 
name.
